Concurrent with the dig- 
ging of the trench work of cleaning up 
the old foundation, filling in the one 
end for the smaller children, and mak- 
ing a gradual incline in the bottom of 
the pool, were also carried on. Today 
these are now all so well advanced 
that the committee in charge is now 
making preparations to start the ce- 
ment work. It is expected that every- 
thing will be ready to turn the water 
sn some time next week. 

This does not mean, howeve?, that 
the pool will be ready for use at that 
time, There are several other things 
to be attended to first.

DOMINION GOVERNMENT , WILL 
NOT JOIN WITH LEGISLATURE 
AND C, P. R. TO HELP FARMERS 
GET BETTER LOCATIONS. 


After a succession of several dry 
years in this portion of the province 
a number of farmers in this section 
were anxious to ‘try their fortunes in 
some other portions of the province 
which were blessed with more moist- 
ure. To make this possible govern- 
ment assistance for transporation was 
asked. In the past it had* been the 
custom for the Dominion and Provin- 
cial governments and the C. P. R. to 
render this assistance, each assuming 
a third of the responsibility. Last 
year, however, although the provincial 
government and the C. P. R.- were 
willing to continue this system, but 
the Dominion government refused. The 
result was that scores. of farmers left 
; the country entirely, most. of . them 
going to the United States. 

The outlook for a erop this year js 
not, up to the present, very promising. 
Consesuently many of those who re- 
mained for another year's trial are 
now getting discouraged. As they are 
anxious to stay in this country, but in 
some other-fortion of it, another at- 
tempt has been made to sécure the as- 
sitance necessary to make the move. 


Acting on behalf of these farmers, P. . 


H. Wedderburn has again taken the 
matter up with the Dominion govern. 
ment ‘through our representative, 
Robt. Gardiner. This week he received 
a wire frem Mr. Gardiner stating that 
he had taken the matter up with the 
department of the Interior and that 
he government had agai nrefused to 
vive any assistance in moving settlers.

. Mennonites Buying Land 
Deal Involving $270,000 Was Put 
F Through Recently 

F Involving “Ai deal of $270,000, a 
group of twenty Mennonite families 
have pugchas@@ the 5,588-acre farm of 
‘ Wilson Brothers at Harris, Sask., on 
the line of the Canadian National Rall- 
ways. The deal, while completed by 
a private concern, was the otitcome of 
lengthy negotiations carried on by the 
Canada Colonization Association, the 
manager of which claims that the 
Mennonites who have bought this land 
are of a different sect'to those who 
have gone to Mesico, He states that 
they are industrialists and not com- 
munists, and do not share the pre- 
judice of the old colony Mennonites 

against Canadian institutions.

Whalexer may be sald on plgtforms, 
the pre-war mind is unable to con- 
ceive of the outlawry of war; and par- 
enthetically it is largely because of 
the ridiculows deference exacted from 
young men for the opinions of their 
elders that the tradition df the inevit- 
ability of war has been so long per 
petuated. So long as that is accept- 
ed as a matter of course, war must 
survive just as the duel survived, in 
spite of legislation, as long as it was 
a matter of\course for a man of honor 
to demand “satisfaction” with the 
sword or the pistol. The regult of 
stich a habit of thought is visible less 
in this country than on the continent, 
but evidepve of it was very apparent 
in the recent debate on the alr force. 
The pre-war thinker, try as he may, 
cannot get it out-of his head that arm- 
aments are built to be used. In his 
public speeches he is more likely to 
talk of them as an illustration of the 
old maxim about wishing for peace 
and preparing for war. When he is 
discussing the armaments of his own 
country -he will always say that they 
are merely for protection. But direcet- 
ly he looks at the armaments of an- 
other country he can only see them 
as something aiined deliberately at 
him. If the post-war mind cannot 
escape from that4ine of argument, war 
remains inévitable.—Reginald Berke- 
ley, M.P., in the Spectator.

Testing Motors Far Atlantic Flight 


Zeppelin Engines Mist Run 100 Hours 
Before Installation 

The hum of the five great motors 
which will take the Zeppelin ZR-3 to 
Lakehurst, N.J., there to be turned 
over to the United States navy, 4s 
keeping Friedrichshafen awaken these 
nights. 

They are the most powerful long- 
distance Zeppelin. engines ever de- 
signed, but have not: yet been per- 
fected, it is announced, and {it will be 
a few weeks before they age installed 
and trial flights begun, ney are of 
400 horsepower each, and often run 
day and night in the machine shop 
near the Zeppelin shed, where  of- 
ficials and meclianics are endeavoring 
to perfect them so that they will run 
for a hundred hours or more without 
a stop. 

For war purposes, motors were de- 
signed for twenty to twenty-five-hour 
trips. With the building of the ZR-3, 
however, it was realized that there 
must be perfected a driving force cap- 
able of making the four-day trip across 
the Atlantic. ; 

Dr. Hugh Eckener, director of the 
Zeppelin Company, who will pilot the 
ZR-3 to Lakehurst, said that he was 
making no promises, but that he hoped 
to begin the flight early in June. 

“We may be a little late in getting 
started,” Dr. Eckener said, “but we 
will get there when we do start.”

Forest Reserves in Western Canada 
Used For Grazing Purposes | 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawi, says: — 

Use of the forest reserves of the 
prairie provinces for grazing purposes 
is increasing, according to the forest 
Service. In 1922 there were 586 per- 
mits,issued for the simmer season, 
covering 26,062 catile, 8,106 horses and 
1,197 sheep, while for the winter sea- 
son 1,790 caitle and 2,600 horses were 
taken care of. ; 

The forest reserves in general pro- 
vide excellent range and forage for 
livestock, the great majority of which 
are turned loose therein in poor flesh 
conditions, and leave the reserves in 
| good condition in the fall. _Increa#ed 
use will in’ the near future likely be 
made of the rorthern forests for graz- 
ing purposes. «The northern digtricts 
will support many. thousand head of

Annual Collection 
of Farm Statistics 


In conjunction with:the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, the Provincia! 
Department of Agriculture is now en- 
gaged in its annual enumeration of 
‘reas sown to crop and of farm live- 
stock throughout the Province. 

Card schedules upon which the far- 
mers are asked to enumerate the areas 
sown to various crops on their farms. 
and the number of livestock owned by 
them or sold and slaughtered during 


the past season, have been distributed| @ 


by the Dominion Bureau in co-opera- 
tion with the Provincial Department. 
These schedules have been mailed to 
secretaries of school districts, for dis- 
tribution to farmers through the med- 
ium of the school teachers and school 
children, and through other mediums 

The co-operation of the farmers of 
the Province is earnestly solicited in 
this work. This enumeration is simply 
an agriculture stock-taking, and the 
statistics gathered thereby. are reliable 
only insofar as the farmers give their 
co-operation, and provide accurate re- 
turns. Farmers need not fear that 
these returns will be used for income 
tax pu . The returns are re- 
ceived and. dealt with under secrecy 
and the individuol returns are not 
published, merely the resulting. totals. 

The schedhles, when filled out by 
the farmers, should returned to the 
school teachers, or the secretary- 
treasurers of the school districts, who 
will in turn, mail them back to the De- 
partment of Agriculture at-Edmonton 
These. schedules are later sorted into 
crop distriits and sent to, the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa for fin- 
al compilation. ; 

Farmers are asked to fill in the 
schedules as accurately as possible. 
and return them at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. School teachers or 
secretaries who find the supply of 
schedhles sent them insdfficient, may 
secure more by applying to the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Edmonton.

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CHAPTER V. : 


One of the strangest features of 
western pioneer life on the “prairies 
was the rapidity with which news of 
striking significance travelled from 
oné sparscly settled community to an- 
other, and was disseminated, among 
the homesteaders and ranchers in re- 
mote sections of the lonely prairies.

Opticians are telling us that there 
are more wonien condemned to wear- 
ing glasses than ever there were, and 
that, In the majoiity of instances, poor 
eyesight is due to sheer carelessness, 
To pote over sewing or fancy work 
in a poor light—or even in a good 
light for a prolonged perlod—does 
damage to the eyes Which can meyer 
Likewise, to read when 


to make the wearing of spectacles a 
necessity. 

Bad eyesight, technically speaking, 
The lenses adjust 
themselves to the duties Imposed on 
them, Thus, if a lot of close-work 
is done, they accommodate themsetres 
to close-up vision, and retain a focus 
which will not-alter when distant ob- 
jects-have to be viewed. 

Eye-strain, besides producinig head- 
aches, also brings on that strange and 
convenient disease we usually refer 
to as “nerves,” this ailment being the 
forerunner of many others. It there- 
fore behooves one to take immediate 
steps to correct the vision when the 
first signs of falling sight are evident. 

It is not always advisable to resort 
to glasses, however. First of all, if 
trying close work is being done, put| 
them aside, and see if any improve- 
ment follows.
